Barber’s Pole.—It was an old superstition 
that Home was once delivered from the plague 
by the god Esculapius, who, it was supposed, 
came there in the form of a serpent, and 
hid himself among the reeds in an island of the 
Tiber. Ever after that, Esculapius was re- 
presented with a staff, round which a serpent 
was wreathed, and his other hand restec on 
the head of a serpent. They were particular- 
ly sacred to him, not only as ancient physi- 
cians used them in their prescriptions, but be- 
cause they were considered asemblems of that 


ry in the profession of medicine. In former 
times, surgeons were likewise barbers; and 
when a man displayed a staff with a twisted 
snake at his door, it was « token that he cur- 
ed diseases, as well as shaved beards. Bar-

| Pennsylvania.—This word means tlie woods | 


or forests of Penn. 
| Maryland.—So called in hunor of the En- 
glish queen, Mary. 

Carolina.—So called in honor of the En- 
| glish queen, Caroline. 
| Georgia.—So called in honor of George HI. 
king of England. 

Louisiana.—t first belonged to the French, 
who named it in memory of their King Louis. 

Philadeiphia.—From two Greek words, 
meaning the Brotherhood of Love. It was 
founded by Witham Penn, the celebrated 
_ Quaker, who gave it that name to indicate 
the harmony and kindness of the Quaker 
Society. 

Baliimore.—From its founder, George Cal- 
vert, Lord Baltimore. 

Yankees.—-When the New England Indians 
first tried to speak the word Enpdish they 
called Yengees. Vhe white inhabitants of 
the northern states were soon known to the 
neighboring tribes by this appellation: and 
to this day we are distinguished from our 
| southern and western bretiiren by the title of 
Yankees. 

Liberty Cap.—The Romans devoted a tem- 
ple to the Goddess of Liberty, in the court of 
which the Pratar emancipated all slaves who, 
by money, important services, &c. had obtain- 
eal the right of freedom ; and as none but free 
men were allowed to cover their heads in 
Rome, an important part of the ceremony con- 
sisted in giving a cap, such as was then worn, 
instead of our modern hats. The person who 
had been released from slavery used to parade 
| about the forum for several days afterwards, 

displaying his head gear with all the pride of 
| frecdom. Hence, Liberty and the Cap be- 
, came associated. Therefore when medals 
| weré struck eff in honour of Brutus, and to 
commemprate the death of Cwsar, Liberty 

was represented with the Freeman’s cap on 
; one side, and two daggers on the other.— 
Various medals were afterwards made, on 
which Liberty was sometimes shown with the 
Cap in her hand, at others on her head, or by 
her side. 

This emblem has since been adopted by al- 
most all nations who supposed they were 
fighting against tyranny. With the Spaniards, 
at a very early period, with the Swiss, and 
with the Americans, it has successively been 
a popular badge of freedom. The French, 
during their Revolution, wished to establish 
the Liberty Cap as a national emblem, but 
fearful of imitating the United States too 
closely they gave thejr cap a different form. 
Unluckily they choke the Phrygian cap, 
which belonged to a people who never‘knew 
freedom.

Geological Curiosity in Hurrison County, Vz. 
‘Within 200 yards from the road leading from 
Clarksburg up the Elk Creek to Bouth’s 
Ferry, and within five and a half miles from 
the place on the premises of David Hall,» 
company has been for some time engagedat 
intervals, in boring for salt ; they tommencerl 
in the bed of the creek upon a solid Pack ; at 
the distance of about 34 feet, they strack » 
rge vein of beautiful water, exceedingly 
ld, and a little brackish to the taste, which: 
dischatyes itself at the top of a small gun iw. 
serted into the rock, about 18 inches high. 
At the distance of about 118 feet, they passed 
through a rich vein or bed of eopper about 4 
feet in thickness; and at the depth of abotit 
180 feet, they opened a strong vein of winct 
which instautly found vent at the top of the 
well in a tremendous roaring and spouting of 
water throwing up perpendicular columns ef" 
that element to the distance of 30 feet!! At. 
though the diameter of the well is not more 
than 2 and a half inches, it is supposed there 
is no less than 260 gallons of water discharged 
in One minute of time! for some distance 
round this perpendicular shoot of water, plays 
an imperceptible gas or vapour so very jn- 
flamable, as instantly to take fire whenever 
that element comes in contact with it. Th. 
verge of the circumference of this gas is no: 
perceptible, therefore those who are not ac. 
quainted with its ignitible qualities, in the act 
of pitting fire to this curious lamp of nature, 
have found themselves enveloped in flaine, » 
and pretty well singed before they had tha 
idea of being within reach of its touch! it | 
been tried in vain to extinguish the flame with,

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The rejoicings of the Royal party at the 
departure @f the French troops were not 
confined to Vittoria. At Tolosa, Alava, and 
throughout the entire province of Guipusboa, 
the mob, at the instigation of the priests, pil- 
laced the houses of the Constitutionalists, and 
sacrificéd many lives. ‘ihe monks of Catalo- 
nia, in order to keep up the zeal of their ad- 
herents, having established a society, called 
the Society of the Exterminating Angel, the 
members of which take an oath to enforce the 
necessity ofexterminating the race of Negroes, 
(Constitutionalists ) ‘This association, alrea- 
dy, has branches in most of the large towns, 
and the horrors which are perpetrated under 
its influence are said to be numberless. 

The Catholic Relief Bill passed the House 
of Commons on the 1th of May, by a majori- 
ty of 21. The vote stood, ayes 248 9 


, nays 227. 
After the main question was carried, and the 
bill read. a third time, three amendments were 
proposed ; one, to insert the words, = Nat © 
sit in either House of Parliament,” which was 
neeatived without a division. The second 
WAS Si milarly d:sposed of; but the third, 
whigh was merely a verbal connection, was 
adopted. It was presumed the House ot 
Lords would fix upon some ensuing week 
for the discussions. 

The Journal des Debats of the SOth, con- 
tains articles under the head of Bogota, dated 
Februarv 19, relating to the victory of Aya- 
cucho. It is said in a letter that Bolivar had 
discarded his military uniform and caused his 
whiskers to be shaved, in pursuance of his de 
termination to renounce the eccupation of 
arms. 

There are advices concerning Greek affairs, 
dated at ‘Trieste, \pril 14th. The story ot 
the defeat of the Egyptian expedition near 
Nivarino is said to be confirmed. The re- 
mains of that expedition are positively stated 
tohave been shut up in Modon, and blockaded 
by 6000 soldiers of the Pelopennesus. ‘The 
transports which brought the Egyptian force, 
are said, too, to have been in part taken and 
burnt by a Greek fleet, which conunued to 
cruize before Modon. It is added that Patras 
was still besieged on the land s.de by 15,000 
(reeks, and reduced to great extremities from 
dearth of food. The reconciliation between 
the Turks and Albanese is mentioned and its 
cause specified, in the same advices

Treaty with Colombia, The Nations] Jour- 
ral of 93 h irsday, Contains the Treaty of Peace, 
Navigation and Commerce, recently 
concluded, between the United States and 
she ftenublic of Colombia. The National In- 
ae Peed : SE si 
telligencer speaks thus of this document; ** It 
nlaces the United States and Colombia, 1n re- 
spect to all particulars of commerce and navi- 
ration, reciprocally, in the parts of each, on 
tle footing of the most favoured nations, and 
st’pulates that the citizens of each country, 
Jiall enjoy, in the territories of the other, all 
the privile ges and immunities which cau be- 
long to persons who are not naturalized Cciti- 
ns. {It contains also many stipulations to 
arry iato effect, between the two countnes, 
the principk that free ships shall give freedom 
to goods, and conversely, that enemy flays 
hall give their character to the goods thicy 
cover. In case of either party being at war, 
no citizen of the other party is to engage in 
hostibties against the other, under the pain of 
being treated asa pirate. The whole treaty 
appears to be founded on the most hberal, 
friendly, and enlightened principles.

Raising Cucumbert.—1 have tried this pro- 
cess of raising cueumbers many years with 
success. I place an old hogshead or barrel on 
the south side of a building, in the warmest 
place I have; fill it as high as the bung-holc, 
with rocks or refuse brick; put ona handful 
of straw, and six or seven inches of dirt on 
that, leaving about two inches unfilled; put 
my seed on that, throw brush from the cask 
around; put an horn in the bung-hole ; occa- 
sionally pour in a pail of water. The straw 
will conduct it to the roots of the cucumbers. 
They will need no other watering, be three 
weeks earlier, and bearas many a you can 
raise from twenty hills, planted on the sur- 
face. '

times chafed by the saddle. After having 
tried many applications, we found none that 
succeeded so weil as white lead moistened 
with milk.
